I had received a cable ordering 
Me to “cancel all plans and return 
home.” = had gone first to the 
Propaganda Ministry and then to 
the police for the necessary an- 
swers—or permission to leave ¢he 
country. 

In checking over their records, 
the police had obviously discovered 
that they had no record of me. i 
had been in Berlin for nearly four 
weeks without official police per- 
mission, And.now I was trying to 
get out I eould hardly blame the 
police for getting suspicious. It 
Was really 8 minor miracle that 
they hadn't arrested me days ago, 

I wag certain of one thing. My 
case by this time wag most cer- 
tainly in the hands of the Gestapn 
That had been the reason for the 
long delay In the exit visa. There 
Was no doubt in my mind that 
Gestapo agents in the States were 
now checking my credentials, 
There wag also no doubt that I 
was now being carefully watched 
jn Berlin 

Back at my room at the Adlon, 
I filled out the forms which were 
to register me—at last—with the 
police. They were highly com- 
plicated. They asked such ques- 
tions as: date of parents’ birth, re- 
Ugion, name of children, date of 
wife's birth, q hundred and one 
other things. It took hours to fill 
them out, but I managed w get 
them back before Police Headquar. 
ters closed 

AMERICANS QUESTIONED 

After that there was nothing to 
do but walt. Day after day, T 
went to Police Headquarters tc see 
whether my exit visa had been ap- 
proved. There was ‘always the 
samne answer-—“No,.” I waited for 
days—tfor weekg. 

Meanwhile the police had begun 
Picking up Americans left and 
right. In a single night, they 
Pickec up 14 for “questioning.” 
Most of them, lke Arthur E. Dun- 
ning, president of the American 
Chamber of Commerce in Berlin, 
had been in the country for a 
long time. Dunning had been 
there for more than 25 years. 

Those were bad nights. If they 

. Picked up men like Dunning, what 
were they going to do about me? 
One night, I gave up completely 
That was the night a German 
friend of mine, who was more or 
less In the know, confidentially 
told me he didn’t think 1 was 
golng to get the exit permission. 
in fact, he didn’t think they were 
going to let any Americans out of 
Berlin at all. 

That night I sat up In the Adion 
lobby drinking bottled beer until 2 
in the morning with a man who 
had been a virtual prisoner in Ber - 
lin for more than three months, 
He had lived in the United States 
for years but had never got 
around to taking out his eitizen- 
ship papers because he was con- 
Stantly travelling between Norway 
and New York. The New York, 
office had decided to send him to 
Oslo, German consular authori- 
tles had told him he would have 
no trouble at all by going by way 
of Berlin—the only pratical way to 
go. It would mean, they said, only 
a few day's delay at most. 

EVEN CHANCE 

After finishing the’ beer, we went 
up to his room and started in on 
@ bottle of brandy. We weren't 
drunk. We were too low to get 
drunk. He showed me the pictures 
of his wife and two children who 
were in New Jersey. 

I think that night, if we had an | 


even chance. of getting across a. 


-. border somewhere, we would have 
made a break ~ for it. But you 
couldn’t go ‘anywhere ‘in Europe 
how, except possibly Switzerland nr

—not mine.” 

FAREWELL PARTY 

With that somewhat baffiing re- 
mark ghe disappeared again into 
the office, It was fully 20 minutes 
before she came back. It was the 
most miserable 20 minutes I ever 
expect to spend. I sat there 
smoking one terrible German 
cigarette after another. What 1 
really needed was a drink—per- 
ferably a Mickey Finn. 

At last, she came out and hand- 
ed me the passport. I thumbed 
through it hurriedly. The all- 
{mportant exit-visa was there, 1] 
don’t belleve I’ve ever seen a more 
beautiful stamp. 

The British threw a farewell 
party for me that night. They 
eave Berlin the heaviest bombing 
of the war.

The radiolocator has been one 
of the greatest helps in Britain in 
maintaining day supremacy in the 
alr over this isle since last October, 
und it may well become an instru- 
went as important as qa multipli- 
city of fighter planes and guns, In 
alg “broadcast Lord Beaverbrook 
sald that the device was “sprend- 
ing the covering wings of sclence 
aver the multitudes who inhabit 
vast cities.” 

The radiolncater might be des- 
cribed as an absolute altimeter in 
reverse. A sharply focussed beam 
of short radio waves is sent out 
from a ground station and sweeps 
the sky Hke an invisible search- 
light. On striking the surface of 
un enemy airplane the beam fs re 
flected. Sensitive radio detectors 
are tuned into catch the faint 
“echo,” 

So accurate are these: detectors. 
it 1s reported, that they can esti- 
male not only the direction but 
also the distance of the approach- 
ing plane. The beam penetrates 
fog and clouds, day and night, It. 
has a speed advantage over the 
acoustic detectors, whose large 
eurved listening horns are often 
teen in photographs of ailr-raid 
defence stations, Sound —which 
the listening detector picks up 
from the vibrations of moter and 
propeller—travels through the air 
at 700 miles an hour, which is only 
about twice the speed of a fast 
bomber. 

Thus, by the time a bomber 1s 
located by this method, it will ai- 
ready have flown some miles. ! from 
the located spot. FO

Miles per recond. 

While these principles are genex- 
ally current -among technical men 
of all nations, the development of 
the appropriate microwave-gener- 
ating tubes and sensitive yet rug- 
ged devices for their reception’ re- 
presents a, recent research achieve- 
ment.

DO ABORIGINES 
NO GOOD? 


SYDNEY.—Australian aboritnes 
would be better off {f missionaries 
left them dlone, Mrs, C. EB. Kelly, 
researcb worker at the Depart- 
ment of Anthropology, Sydney 
University, told the Federal Par- 
Mamentary Select Committee on 
Social Security. 

“Missionaries ate so full of 
thelr own righteousness that they 
try to force a way of life on 
aborigines without, thought to 
their customs and  beltefs,” Mrs. 
Kelly ‘sald. “Nomadic ‘tribes 
should recelve social benefits if 
they can use them, 

"Aborigines should be allowed ” 
to stay on reserves and be given 
pensions. A certain amount could 
he pald to the reserve: controller’ 
and the rest to the native him- 
self. Old-age pensions for blacks, 
as well as whites, should be given 
and raved to’a level just below 
taxable mcome.” ‘ 

Mrs. Kelly added that natives 
have little property sense. Family 
tles are more important to them. 
Even the Prime Minister (Mr..' 
Menzies) could not fault sbori- 
ginal Communism.

IN CHINA 


CeaUNGKING Aug. 24 (Central) j 
.—Up the end of June, 1941, China 
, had 107,904 rural co-operative so- 
i Cletles -with a total membership 
»; Of 5,979,212, according to the offi- 
‘ clal statistics of the Central Co- 


operative Administration. 

In 1937 there were cnly 46,983 
co-operatives with ° 2,139,634 in’ 
China. In 1938 they rose to 64,565 
and 3,112,629 respectively. In 1939 
societies was 
brought up to 91,426 with a mem- 
bership of 4,366,758. At the end 
of 1940 a turther growth was seen 
with 116,199 societies and 5,998,- 
476 members. These statistics in- 
clude the approximate numbers ot 
societies and members in all 
Japanese-penetrated areas and re- 
gistered industrial co-operatives 
in the last few years. 


As to the share capital, it 
amounted to $20,979,951 at the end 
of 1940. According tomost re- 
cent reports, this has risen to 
$25,267,627. The amount does not 
include the share capital of so- 
cletles in Japanese-penetrated 
areas, nor that of co-operative 
federations and miscellaneous so- 
cieties. 


Szechwan lopped al] other pro-
